They have confidence in him because
of his frankness und sincerity. They
admire him because of his courage,
his eloquence and his ability,

No other political leader in the
history of the nation has been as
ghamefully misrepresented and as
bitterly vilified as he during the past
thirteen years, All the tremendous
power wlelded by organized greed
has been exerted in the endeavor to
diseredit and crush him. The in-
fluential newspapers and magazines
controlled by the interests have ma-
ligned him with brazen falsehoods
and slurring inuendos. His motives
have been delibarately misconstrued
and his statements willfully misquot-

ed. ut through it all, with un-
ruffled’ temper and undaunted cour-
age, he has waged a winning cru-
sade for higher jdeals of citizenship,
for cleaner politics and against spe-
clal privileges.

Three times he has been defeated
for president, not because the people
feared what he would do if elected,
but because they feared what his
enemies would do.

They recognize him as the foremost
champlion of the rights of the com-
mon people, they know that he is
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working in their iInterests, that he
has a message for them and there-
fore they listen to him gladly, They
trust him because he trusts them.
Many wonder at Mr. Bryan’'s cheer-
ful philosophy and express surprise
that he has not been embittered by
his defeats, but why should he re-
pine? To create a public sentiment
which forces the adoption of a bene-
ficlal reform gives more satisfaction
than to sign the bill which crystal-
izes it into a law. As a private citi-
zen to stand first In the hearts of
his countrymen ia a far prouder dis-
tinction than to hold the office of
president of the United States.
